SPECIAL SCHOOL TO 
BE BUILT SOON 


The special school for men- 
tally handicapped children to 
be built at the corner of Ross 
Road and Mills Street, Altona 
North, has- been included on 
the education Department’s 
building program for 1966. 

This information was fur- 
nished by the Hon. A. W. 
Knight, MLC, who said the 
Minister of Education had ad- 
vised him of this step for- 
ward in the establishment of 
the school. 

The school will be of a six- 
classroom size with other 
special rooms and facilities. 
The building will meet the 
needs of the area to be served. 
At present it is not possible 
to state the number of enrol- 
ments that will be made at 
the school and the Depart- 
ment is not in a position to 
estimate the anticipated num- 
ber of enrolments. 

The Education Department 
will provide 8 transport ser- 
vice free of cost to the par- 
ents of the pupils attending 
this school as is the case. with 
all metropolitan special schools 
However, it may not be pos- 
sible for the service to pass 
every home concerned and 
there will be areas where a 
short feeder service is required 
to the pick-up point. When 
the bus route is being ar- 
ranged the officers of the Edu- 
cation Department will con- 
fer with local people and dis- 
cuss arrangements.

In 1966 there will be no celebration. 
Pr citizens are urged to honour the day by dis-

Thus it appears Altona will have hon- 
oured ‘Australia Day in three diverse ways. 
It also appears that in so doing Altona is 
but a cross section of normal Australian com- 
munities. 

For throughout Australia there will be 
those towns which attempt'some form of ser- 
vice appropriate to the day. Those towns who 
at a sports or sports associated meeting will 
find some place for a brief ceremony and a 
great number who will largely ignore the 
day. 


As a whole the celebration of Australia 
Day is nota credit.to the Australian com- 
munity. 

The ideal of a spontaneous community 
gathering to honour the memory of Austra- 
lia’s founding, its pioneers, and those who 
made Australia great is. not easily achieved. 
The time of the year, the lack of a suitable 
basic tradition, the tendency to live in the 
present are indeed barriers. 


Nothing however is ever gained by in- 
action. The Australia Day Committee in Al- 
tona should be re-constituted. The Altona 
people should have the claims of the day put 
before them. it may be that the committee 
will face hard work, apathy and disappoint- 
ment, It could be that previous years suc- 
cessful celebrations can be repeated in even 
greater success. { ie :

Cr. Hearn’s, grandfather was 
a magistrate on the Victorian 
gold fields. 


His father spent much of his 
life in India as a lawyer. 


Born in India in 1900, Mr. 
Hearn served in the Indian 
Army in the closing stages of 
the first world war, mainly ir 
Mesopotamia. 

Experiences and dangers ne 
encountered among the Arabs 
are a story to themselves. 


At 21 he came to Australia, 
the country so often on his 
parents lips. : 

: His first act was symbolic. 

He picked up a handful of 
the soll of what he knew was 
his destined home. Here in 
Western Australia after varied 
activities, he acquired 1300 
jacres of virgin bush. 

After building a home, fenc- 
ing the property, clearing 800 
acres and engaging in graz. 
ing and farming, Mr. Hearn 
found time for his real iove, 
journalism. 

He contributed to various 
West Australian newspapers. 
His novel of the outback was 
still unpublished at his death. 
Lack of time had prevented 
necessary revision. 

A calamitous fall in wheat 
prices forced him off his farm. 

Mr. Hearn found himself at 
Kalgoorlie where he became 
a miner and incidentally a 
member of the local School of 
Mines. 

Later at Perth he met his 
future wife. 

Coming to Victoria he en- 
gaged for a few years in min- 
ing at Wattle Gully Gold Mine 
at Chewton. ° 

As to be expected Mr. Hearn 
offered his services in the sec- 
ond world war. , 

Debarred because of a min- 
ing injury from joining the 
army, he applied for a job in 
the secret service but wlti- 
mately found himself in the 
government aircraft factory 
for the duration and’ till his 
retirement. 

His later activities in Al- 
tona after his arrival 19 years 
ago are well-known. 

There is no doubt Cr. Hearn 
lived his life to the full.

All cheques 
must be written in decimal 
currency. Banks are issuing a 
special brochure giving clear 
directions on how amounts. 
should be written on cheques 
in dollars and cents, 
£s.d, CHEQUES RECEIVED 
on, or after, C-Day ‘out dated 
before C-Day should be con- 
verted, and the dollar-cent) 
amount shown on the cheque 
as outlined above. 

For some time after C-Day 
banks will ‘probably accept 
cheques dated AFTER C-Day 
but inadvertently written in 
£s.d. provided they have 
been converted (as above). 

£s.d. CASH may still be 
withdrawn, deposited, or ex-

Initial sup- 
plies of 5c, 10c and 20¢ coins 
will be limited, as their work 
can be done by the £s.d,

NOTES. The four new dol- 
lar notes, denominations $1, 
$2, $10 and“$20, will also be in 
ample supply from C-Day. 


SAVINGS PASSBOOKS — 
These do not have to be pre- 
sented specially but will be 
converted as presented or 
when called in for interest 
adjustments. 

Mr. Chaseling said that 
banks had already been en- 
gaged for some time in ex- 
tensive staff training. - 

“Australian banks are very 
conscious of the responsibili- 
ties associated with the cen- 
tral role they will play in the 
change to the new system. 

“We realise that there will 
be a number of customers, es- 
pecially elderly people, who 
might take some time to be 
come accustomed to the new, 
procedures.

The three charges dismissed 
were assaulting Constable 
Turner, offensive behaviour 
and dangerous driving ~in 
Davies Street, Altona. 

At the end of the hearing 
defendant admitted to a num- 
ber of prior convictions in- 
cluding illegal use of a car, 
assaulting police, indecent 
language and another assault 
charge. 

After being, convicted in 
1962 of illegally using a car 
she was placed on three years 
probation but has been con- 
victed and sentenced on other 
charges since. 

At Williamstown last weex 
Mr. J. P. Dickson appeared 
for the defence and Sgt. Don- 
ald Plant prosecuted. Mrs. 
Dettman pleaded not guilty to 
all charges. 

Constable Turner gave evi- 
dence that he was in a stream 
of traffic in the 40 zone of 
{Millers Road at 11.45 a.m. on 
Saturday, August 14. 

Some 75 yards ahead a 
white Holden pulled out from 
the line of traffic and passed 
a number of cars, then chop- 
ped into the line of traffic 
travelling in the same direc- 
tion. This happened three or 
four times.
